To the School Board and Citizens of Orford: 
I hereby present my second annual report as Super- 
intendent of the Orford school district. 


Instruction 


he teachine staff of the district 1s the same ex- 
cept at Mt. Cube school, where Edith I. Stuart resigned 
and Marion Downing, a Normal School graduate, ap- 
pointed to the position. 

The modern educationai philosophy held aimost uni- 
versally by the leading experts and educators of the 
country ds that “the child can learn only by his own 
activity.” This principle of self-activity is generally ac- 
cepted throughout the public schools of the country. 
This theory is being discussed with teachers in group 
meetings and is the educational philosophy of the super- 
vision of the district. Children should be happily en- 
gaged in carefully selected exercises directed toward 
definite objectives, and | believe that this is the case in 
general throughout your schools. 

Last spring on the request of the Superintendent, 
the Department of Education of Dartmouth College 
made a survey of grades 4-8 of the Street school. ‘The 
department advised that the Orford pupils’ tests were, 
as a group, well up to or superior to the country-wide 
norms and the same spoke well for the type of teaching 
they have had. As these children learned to read and 
figure in the primary room it is reasonable to assume 
that, in spite of the heavy teaching load there, the ma- 
jority of the children are progressing at a normal rate. 
At present the expense of another teacher is practically 
prohibitive, for state aid can be secured neither for an- 
other teacher nora helper. It is my firm conviction that 
no child is being neglected in the primary room, but it 
is probably a fact that a few children not endowed with 
the normal amount of initiative would progress a little 
faster with more individual instruction than is now pos- 
sible. 

The school at Orfordville also presents a_ heavy 
teaching load and peculiar problems. The enrollment 
fluctuates, and sometimes there are as many as 32 in 
the entire 8th grades. The time for each class and in- 
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dividual is so extremely limited that practically only 
those naturally adapted to school work can make good 
progress. I am firmly convinced that ultimately the 
district must follow in the path of progress and consoli- 
date the East Orford and Mt. Cube schools with Or- 
fordville, both from the viewpoint of education and fi- 
nances. During the last ten years nearly three hundred 
one-room schools in the state have been closed, and 
scholars transported to more centralized and more 
modern school houses. 


Water 


For several years the School Board has replenished 
the water during the fall by hauling from outside 
sources, but owing to the increased enrollment and long 
drought this fall it was apparent that the situation 
could no longer be met tn this way: The State Board 
of Health directed that sufficient water be available 
throughout the year, and toilets be made fully sanitary. 
After considering carefully all sources, it seemed ex- 
pedient to drive an artesian well that would be enduring 
and always under the exclusive control of the school dis- 
trict. This will give a flow of 12 gallons a minute, which 
is estimated to be far more than the present plant de- 
mands and, therefore, will furnish plenty of water in 
view of any addition in the future, and may augment 
the town supply of water at any time. At the same time 
in the interests of health and supervision, the unventi- 
lated basement toilets are discontinued and modern ven- 
tilated toilets are installed for the elementary scholars 
upstairs and for the high school downstairs. “The ap- 
proximate cost of the entire project is $4,000. While 
any increase in taxes is viewed with some concern, the 
facts are that in the interest of health it was absolutely 
necessary. The district has now a school that it can 
justly be proud of from the viewpoint of education, 
health, and plant. 


High School 


The report of the Headmaster of the Orford High 
School is submitted elsewhere in this report.” S¥yaGm 
an enrollment of sixty the school has nearly reached the 
maximum capacity of the plant. Under the present ar- 
rangement with the Normal Schools a considerable 
number of boys and girls in this. vicinity are enjoying 
high school opportunities who under other arrangement, 
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whereby they had to go out of town, would have to 
forego the same. 

During the year the superintendent has assisted 
with the seniors along the lines of vocational guidance 
and successtul professional people have assisted in this 
all important work. It is recommended that some defi- 
nite provision be made in the curriculum for vocational 
guidance. 

Conclusion 

The Board could not see its way clear to reduce 
teachers’ salaries, as three are already carrying heavy 
teaching loads, and the other two are receiving only 
moderate salaries. The Board expects to follow the 
trend to operate thirty-seven weeks instead of thirty- 
six, which is in itself a virtual reduction. It is expected 
that by rigid economy in supplies and text books that 
the same reduction can be made, but as indicated in my 
previous report, no sweeping reductions can be made 
without seriously lowering the standard of the schools 
and the care of the children.. This year the Board feel- 
ing the sentiment of the community for first-class trans- 
portation, made a three-year contract for motor heated 
transportation to the Street school. With State aid the 
cost to the district 1s not excessive, and the benefits are 
worthwhile. 

I wish to acknowledge appreciation and recognition 
of the co-operation of the Selectmen. with the School 
Board and Superintendent. Two successful joint meet- 
ings with valuable discussion have taken place this 
year. Such co-operation is highly commendable, and 
unique in the experience of the writer. Grateful ac- 
knowledgment is here made of the speedograph pre- 
sented to the Street school by the Parent-Teachers’ As- 
sociation.

To the Superintendent of Schools: 

I herewith submit my sixth annual report of Or- 
ford High School. School opened in the fall with an en- 
rollment of 60, divided as follows: 11 seniors, 13 juniors, 
16 sophomores, and 20 freshmen. They are registered 
from the following towns: Orford 25, Fairlee 18, Lyme 
Ll, Piermont 4, Vershire, Vt. 2;-and East Orange, Vt.-l. 

There are eight pupils taking the college prepara- 
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tory course, 21 the commercial, and the remainder the 
English course. That does not mean that only eight 
could enter college if they wished, as most colleges now 
admit those who are eraduz ited from the E nglish course 
and some colleges Tatait graduates from the commiencal 
course. . 

Lhe number of teachers has been increased one this 
year. There are now five cadet -teachers from Plyin- 
outh Normal School and one from Keene Normal. 

In December the senior class, assisted by a few 
underclassmen, gave as the- annual play, “The Time of 
His Life.” The sum of $63 was cleared, which will be 
used to defray graduation expenses. 

On January 21 the first high school carnival was 
held. Citizens of Orford, Fairlee, and the surrounding 
towns co-operated to make it a success. The sum of 
$58 was realized from this event. This money willbe 
used in some way, not yet determined, for the benefit 
of the entire school. | 

It is planned to give a minstrel show in April, the 
proceeds of which will be used for the benefit of ath- 
letics. 

The State has been very generous 1n furnishing sup- 
ples and in purchasing reference books for the school 
library and a new set of Encyclopaedia Britannica. 

Supt. McCurdy has been giving a series of talks to 
the senior class on vocations, which have been both in- 
teresting and helpful. He is also having talks on the 
different vocations given by outside speakers. A pro- 
fessor from Dartmouth College spoke on “Teaching as 
a Profession,” the suoteattentant of the Mary Hitch- 
cock Hospital spoke on “Nursing,” and a bbrarian from 
Dartmouth on “Library Work.” It is hoped that these 
talks may help the pupils to decide on heir future work. 

Graduates of the school are now attending the fol- 
lowing institutions: 2 in Plymouth Normal School, 3 in 
New Hampshire University, 1 in the University of Ver- 
mont, and one in a New Jersey Business College. One 
who was graduated from Plymouth Normal School last 
June is now eae engaged in teaching, 

We feel that the school is making successful pro- 
egress. There is a fine spirit of co-operation on the part 
of both teachers and pupils.
